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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings

Specification 
Content of Specification

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1-5 and 7, the prior art alone or in combination does not 
teach the limitation of a method of manufacturing solid-state capacitor comprising: 
providing a pre-form layer of porous conducting material applied to a surface of the 
substrate forming a plurality of upstanding porous electrically conducting anode bodies 
and wick bodies by configuring of the pre-form, each body electrically connected to the 
substrate. 

With respect to claim 6, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach the 
limitation of a solid state capacitor comprising an anode terminal is provided adjacent 
and substantially co-planar with the cathode terminal, an electrically conducting wick 
providing electrical contact between the substrate portion and the anode terminal, and

wherein the wick is formed from the same porous conducting material as the anode 
body. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance. 

Response to Arguments 
4. The applicant has argued that Kuriyama is silent with respect to a method of 
manufacturing solid-state capacitor bodies in which upstanding anode bodies and wick 
bodies are formed by configuring of a porous perform applied to a surface of the 
substrate, and an anode terminal is provided adjacent and substantially co-planar with 
the cathode terminal, an electrically conducting wick providing electrical contact 
between the substrate portion and the anode terminal, and wherein the wick is formed 
from the same porous conducting material as the anode body. The examiner finds this 
argument persuasive. Therefore, the examiner made decision to allow these limitations 
over the prior of record.
